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New AARA President’s Message 


This past November marked my fifth year as a licensed amateur radio 
operator (originally KESRPM). My participation in AARA began soon after 
passing the Technician test with a class at the Children's Museum. Karen 
Marshall KESRPI, JoAnn Pugh KES5RPL, and Joe Fain WSXJF (formerly 
KESRPQ) were also in this class. I believe a photo of the class still hangs on 
a bulletin board in AMOS, the club van. Roland Guidry NA5Q loaned me a 
set of audio CDs, "Your Introduction to Morse Code", which is currently 
available from the ARRL store (Order No. 8314, $12.95). The description 
of the CDs says "learn Morse Code at 5 words-per-minute." Although I 
tested for a Ham license during the first year after the FCC dropped 
the Morse Code requirement in 2007, there was still some incentive as a 
Technician to learn code in order to operate on the 40m and 15m HF bands 
in segments originally used for the Novice license. Otherwise, a modern no- 
code Tech is limited to a phone segment on the 10m band, which is subject 
to poor propagation during the down years of the 11-yr sunspot cycle. My 
first HF contact was a short Morse Code QSO with Roland on Xmas Eve 
11/24/07. I had strung up a 66 foot sloper dipole made from aluminum 
clothesline wire over a tree in the back yard. Later I was pleased to learn 
that the same dipole works on the 15m band. My first HF rig was an ICOM 
IC-730 purchased on Ebay. I used a Japanese "bug" in straight key "side 
swiper" mode to generate the code. 

By July 2008 I had upgraded to Extra, obtained the vanity call W5AG, 
qualified as a Volunteer Examiner, and installed my first back yard "beam”. 
This beam, also constructed of aluminum wire, was supported by four 12 ft 
bamboo poles held on an 8 ft boom constructed from aluminum angle stock. 
This was raised about 22 feet with 6 sections of fiberglass antenna mast. 
Nylon guy wires held up the mast and 300 ohm television balanced line 
brought the signal to a tuner before attaching to the ICOM rig. My 2- 
element W8JK-type beam was used for the next year along with a second di- 
pole added for 80m. In June 2009 I put up 48 ft of Rohn 25 tower and 
mounted a Mosley CL-33 tri-bander. Partly for aesthetics, I replaced the 
80m and 40m dipoles with a single trapped dipole. Station upgrades since 
then have included used rigs and amplifiers purchased mostly at hamfests. 

During 2010, I served as AARA Vice President (under President Irma 
Bookter KESUPK), Field Day Chairman, and in November began annual 
stints teaching the Radio Merit Badge Course at the Boy Scout Winter Camp 
near Lake Chicot State Park. Participation (free) with the Straight Key Cen- 
tury Club SKCC and the North American QRP CW Club NAQCC helped 
me to build CW skill. I also tried for a while some CW traffic nets such as 
the Texas Slow Net and the Louisiana Slow Net. I have mainly enjoyed par- 
ticipation in contests/sprints and pursuing DX contacts. After using paper 
logs through mid 2010, I switched to computer logging using MicroLog by 
WAQH ($10) and NIMM (free) for some contests. Switching to electronic 
logs facilitated using Log Book of World LOTW to confirm QSL’s.

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146.520 United States National 2 Meter Calling 
Frequency 


I am sure if your reading this you likely have a fully functioning 2 meter handy 
talk (HT), mobile, or base rig? If you don't, then shame on you! 

Many of use neglect to program or monitor 146.520. This is a vital and some- 
times fun frequency. Some newer hams many not even know what it is for or how 
it is used. So let's cover some of that in this short article. 

If your like me you likely live within a few miles of a heavily traveled road, 
highway or interstate. You probably even keep your rig on to monitor while you 
drive? So, you just as well dig out your owners manual and program 146.520 into 
your memory. From time to time travelers are on this frequency, monitoring or 
calling and are usually excited for a brief QSO while passing through. Also, it's a 
great frequency to have as a emergency meeting place in the event you are out of 
repeater range. 

Keep in mind you don't need those pesky PL tones to make it work and you 
still have that outstanding FM sound quality. 

I have traveled 1000's of miles monitoring this frequency and I have made sev- 
eral contacts by calling every few miles. It works best if your contact is a base or 
traveling in the same direction. I also recommend a sticker on the rear of your vehi- 
cle that indicates your a ham and monitoring 520. These can be found by 
Google’ing ham radio bumper stickers. I am soon to purchase one for my vehicle. 
If your one who already has the personalized amateur radio plate on your ride then 
your one step ahead! This in conjunction with the sticker, antenna and frequent 
calls should yield the best results. I say antenna because they can surely visually 
stimulate a traveling ham! 

Some folks say it's only a "call frequency" and once you make your contact 
move off. But I tend to make the contact and stay there. Its hard enough to change 
frequencies while driving anyways. Let's be honest. It's not like it's a busy fre- 
quency. And your not likely to be disturbing other QSO’s with your 5 watt HT. 
Also, if you stay there your more likely to have other hams find you because it 
gives their radios more time to lock in. Especially if your mobile. Trust me, if you 
disturbed someone on this frequency then you have to question why they are there 
in the first place! So throw caution to the wind and get yapping! 

So before you hit the road next time, program your radio to 146.520, charge 
your HT, put your rig on scan and give it a shot. Also make sure to program your 
base rig. That way your always monitoring it. I have had a few base to mobile 
QSO's. Try giving a call from the base sometimes. 

Ham it up!
